Italy is trying to remain neutral, 
but prepares her troops ,and forces 
for eventuality. 

One thousand war ships are ar- 
rayed in the entire fleet. Kaiser Wi!- 
helm of Germany declares that he 
urged peace to the last. § oh, 

Germany at 7:30 this evening de- 
first 
shots of what appears to be the most 
momentous war the world has ever 
known were exchanged between 
troop patrols near Prostke, 120 miles 
to the southeast of Konigsburg. 

Germany has already delivered an 
ultimatum to France which expired 
at 1 o’clock today 

Germany, France and Russia im- 
mediately issued orders for the mo- 
bilization, of their entire armies. 

Each power will pour  approxi- 
mately four. million men ‘into the 
field, making twelve million fighting 
men in ‘all who are immediately to 
be engaged.

20 millions of armed men may. be in 
the field awaiting the shock of battle.

tion of modern warfare been called 
upon to engage in the destruction of 
human life in the titanic struggle for

The last hope was 
dashed when Kaiser Wilhelm  de- 
clared for clash of arms against Rus- 
sia. 

The actual declaration of war had 
not been expected for another day. or 
two. Now the die is cast and Europe 
is to be turned into a battleground 
which will be the scene of a general 
war. 

The present condytion has been the 
apprehension of European statesmen 
for the last generation, and it is now 
a question of only how soon a state 
of actual war will exist between Ger- 
many and France. 

Late tonight orders were posted in 
Paris calling for general mobilization 
and the German ambassador, al- 
though he had not received his pass- 
ports, prepared with his staff to 
evacuate the French capital. 

It is not known at exactly what 
hour the German ultimatum to 
France, asking that nation to define 
exactly what it will assume in the 
war by Germany and Austria, was to 
expire. 

But it is believed that it will not 
be long before diplomatic relations 
between France and Germany will be 
severed and war will be declared. 

The German Emperor and his ad- 
visors have maintained /to the last 
that they made supreme efforts for a

Immediately after a conference 
with the President tonight, Secretary 
Bryan cabled all United States con- 
sulates legations and embassies to 
spare no pains nor expense to pro- 
vide for Americans who may remain 
in the war zone, and giving every 
facility to those who wish to leave.

My story today is about the eye. The eye is one of the most useful 
and at the same time one of the most abused organs of the body. 

In order that a person may be able to have good vision, it is neces- 
sary that an image of the object looked at shall be formed on the interior 
of the eyeball. When-a person looks at any object that is at distance, the 
normal eye is in its natural condition of rest, but when a person looks at 
any near object, such as reading a book, a set of muscles in the eyeball 
are brought into use which changes the shape of the interior of the eye- 
ball and.this is called accommodation. If the accommodation is not per- 
fect, the result is that vision is poor, and the muscles of accommodation 
are put on.a strain and serious injury is apt to result. The principal 
causes of this inability to properly focus the eye are hyperopia or far- 
sightedness, myopia or shortsightedness and astigmatism,~which is an 
‘irregularity in the shape of the eye. The remedy for these conditions is 


‘@ properly fitted pair of glasses. I have not the necessary space in this 
story to give a full explanation of these conditions, but, if your vision is 
poor, if any prolonged attempt to use the eyes causes them to water, or to 
‘feel as if there was sand in them, or causes: pain in the eyes, temples or 
forehead, there are conditions there which should have immediate atten-
